If you 
have mot you will discover that ‘by 
six o'clodk ‘tonight you will have to 
pay jo cents per pound for your 
turkey.” 

Prices this year for almost all ifood- 
stuffs are much thigher than last year.

Although the wind storm last night, 
or rather this morning, as it did not 
start until 6 a.m., sounded as though 
the roof was going to be blown off 
the house it was not as bad as was 
imagined.

(3) A union’ station for all trunk 
railway lines entering thé city north 
of the Saskatchewan river, and the 
elimination of all trunk lines from the

(4) The removal of ithe trunk lines 
from the city and the opening of the 
Hudson's Bay reserves and the peni- 
tentiary sites for residential and busi- 
ness uses, before any comprehensive 
scheme of street railway, waterworks 
or sewer extensions should be under- 
taken. 

(5) he city to b better lighted 
both in the business and residential 
sections.
